On the contrary, toe Sovlete’ 34 -hour 
maintenance of these* *lt« gives rlee to 
the very real poaalbUity that Btwto 
hope* to return the heavy missiles to the 
ialand and pet them Into commleeion — 
or, even mere aautoeua — that they map 
have middles left on the Uland and need 
only to wheel them out of cavea Let me 
make dear that I have no oonflrmed evi- 
dence now that there are still rround-to- 
t round missiles or mobile missile launch- 
era or aimer* for these missile* in Cuba, 
but the Soviet activity around thee# 
sltee cannot help but raise a number « 
serious questions. Without onsite In- 
spection, It Is hard to see how we win 
ever know for sure the true missile situa- 
tion In Cuba. 

Finally. I have no idea that the Sovlete 
are planning to attack the United State* 
directly. What they are planning to 
do— In fact they are already doing 14 — In 
mount an Increasing wave of sabotage, 
terrorism, political subversion, and agi- 
tation throughout Latin America. Al- 
ready riot* In Venesuela, Pena, Bud 
clearly and demonstrably are the wrt 
of Communists trained and armed to 
Cuba. - 

We cam expect this to get worse and 
worse. Hconomie progress and develop- 
ment to Latin America, such as that 
planned under the Alliance for Prog- 
ress, will become Infinitely harder to 
achieve. If not impossible. Private cap- 
ital wrll flee toe continent. No amount 
of US. aid will be able to fill toe rap. 
This is In progress, but It will hit a new 
crescendo, for Castro is now proving that 
he has survived the latest crisis, that be 
Is able to defy both the United States 
and the Organisation of American 
States Hie supporters In Latin Amer- 
ica, cowed in October, are taking heart 
again. 

The time will come when the United 
States will have to make the hard 
choice — get rid of this advance Commu- 
nist arsenal, no matter how. or give up 
Latin America. The Alliance foe Prog- 
grees could do a lot of good — In a stable 
political climate — but to breast OS. 
funds for long-term, carefully balanced, 
economic development projects in Latin 
America while Castro is investing Soviet 
funds for guns and terrorism, is Ukc 
trying to eure a cancer patient with vi- 
tamin pflle. I have nothing against vi- 
tamin {dlls — to fact I take them myself— 
but we are only fooling ourselves and our 
friends If we think they will cur# the 
cancer that Castro is Injecting In the 
very bloodstream of Latin America. 

It Is so much easier, to destroy than 
to build. The time will come when we 
will have to abandon Latin America or 
get rid of this cancer. Furthermore, 
the Soviets are building Cuba up to the
